Bush Ambassador 
To Red China? 


MIDLAND, Tex. (AP) — GOP National 


Committee Chairman George Bush said today 
he has been named ambassador to Red China, 
James N. Allison Jr., former 
Bush ad- 


ministrative aide, reported. 


"I am thrilled and excited about this ap- 


pointment and feel it is the major 
am- 


bassadorial challenge this country has. I am 
looking 
forward 
to this important and 


challenging assignment," Bush said. 


Allison, executive vice president of the 


Midland Reporter Telegram, formerly 
was 


deputy chairman of the Republican National 
Committee. 


Bush, former U.S. House member from 


Texas and formerly ambassador to the United 
Nations, said he was leaving immediately for 
the State Department where he would be 
briefed on his new role. He was reached by 
Allison at GOP headquarters in Washington. 


Ambassador David Bruce is head of the 


American mission in Peking at present. 


Bush said he will begin in his new post before 


year's end. 


"It will require leadership and patience but I 


feel this administration can make a lasting 
contribution to world peace if we handle this 
assignment correctly," he said. 


Bush expressed his thanks to "the many 


Midlanders and other West Texans who have 
supported me in the past. Barbara and I miss 
our friends but plan to take a little West Texas 
hospitality to the People's Republic with us." 


Bush said he is pleased that Mrs. Mary 


Louise Smith of Iowa has been recommended 
by President Ford to take over Bush's role as 
national chairman of the GOP. 'Mrs. Smith is a 
superb lady and a great leader and our party is 
long overdue in having a woman at its helm," 
he said. 
Bush, 50, became chairman 
of 
the 


Republican National Committee in January 
1973 after two years as U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations. 


A former two-term congressman from 


Texas, he had strong support among House 
members and GOP leaders, especially con- 
servatives, for the vice presidential nomination 
which went two weeks ago to former New York 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller. 


Mrs. Smith, long active in Iowa Republican 


politics, was elected a member of the Re- 
publican National Committee in 1964 and 
served on the party's Executive Committee 
between 1969 and 1973. 


She is vice chairman of the party's "Rule 29" 


committee studying proposed revisions in 
party rules and is a member of the bipartisan 
committee studying revision of presidential 
nominating conventions. 


Her husband, Dr. Elmer M. Smith, is director 


of the Medical Bureau of the Iowa State 
Department of Social Services. They have two 
sons and one daughter. 


Ford met with Mrs. Smith on Tuesday and a 


spokesman said afterwards that "party 
matters and party affairs" were discussed. 
Airlines Hijack 
Tried in Boston 


BOSTON (AP) — A young black 
man 


demanding $10,000 for the poor surrendered 
today after holding an Eastern Air Lines pilot 
hostage aboard a jetliner at Logan In- 
ternational Airport, authorities reported. 


A state trooper who refused to be identified 


said the peaceful surrender came after the hi- 
jacker had an hour-long conversation with a 
black FBI agent who "spoke the guy's lan- 
guage." 


The pilot, L. E. Whitaker of New York City, 


suffered minor cuts earlier and was taken off 
the plane to a medical station for examination. 


Whitaker and his unidentified 
assailant, 


armed with either a knife or a fingernail file, 
had been alone on the twin-engine DC9 for more 
than three hours when a white van pulled 
alongside and a police car approached the 
other side. The police car sped away with lights 
flashing and an airport spokesman announced 
the hijacker had been taken into custody. 


The twin-engine plane, a 7 a.m. shuttle from 


New York's La Guardia Airport, had just 
arrived at Boston when the hijacker rushed the 
cockpit and confronted the pilot with either a 
knife or a fingernail file, authorities said. 


The hijacker, in his 20s, ordered 
the 


passengers and all of the crew but the pilot off 
the plane. 


The pilot was identified as Capt. L. E. 


Whitaker of New York City. 


John Stiffler, Eastern airport services 


manager, said the hijacker then demanded 
$10,000. The money was spread out on the 
runway after the man demanded to "see its 
color." 


After this was done, Stiffler said, the man's 


only comment was, "Give the money to the 
poor people of Roxbury," a predominantly 
black section of Boston. 


State police Maj. Edward Keehan said later 


the money was picked up by police. He did not 
elaborate. 


Stiffler said no further demands had been 


made and it was unknown whether the man 
wanted to fly anywhere in the commandeered 
plane. "If he demands, we'll go where he 
says," Stiffler said, but he would not say how 
much fuel the plane had. 


The hijacker ordered authorities to bring him 


two steak sandwiches, according to airport 
publicist Phil Havran. 


James Caufield of Boston, a passenger, told 


Eastern officials that a voice was heard just as 
the plane reached the gate to unload, saying 
twice: "Nobody out the front of the plane, 
everybody out the window exits." 
Butz Wants More

talking about how to produce more food and 
less time discussing how to manage food stock- 
piles. 


As he has before, Butz pledged the United

on the management of food reserves. 


He said the United States is committed to an 


internationally coordinated system of food re- 
serves, but he called on food importing nations 
to plan better and develop their own reserves.

assessing taxes on 25 per cent of 
market value. There was no 
discussion of the percentage of 
assessment Tuesday. 


Wednesday morning Comm. 


Arlon Simmons said that the 
percentage of assessment will 
not change. "I don't see how it 
.could be (changed), since we've 
already set the tax rate." 


Tuesday's discussion was for 


the budget year which begins 
Jan. 1. 


Now that the commissioners 


have set the tax rate, they will 
consider the budget requests of

THE 
PERMANENT 
im- 


provement fund is alloted a one 
cent tax share of the 97 and 
brought in $4,800 in 1974. The 
fund has a balance of $24,000 
and is expected to receive $5,800 
in 1975. 


The other funds which share 


the 97 cent tax include the jury 
fund, a five cent tax share 
totaling $26,536 in 1974 and 
$29,000 for 1975; the road and 
bridge fund with a 15 cent tax 
totaled $77,507 and is estimated 
to generate $87,750; 
special 


road and bridge, 15 cent tax, 
$79,132 in 1974 and estimated 
1975 revenues is $87,750; flood 
control with a two-cent tax 
totaled $10,338 in 1974 and is 
projected to bring in $11,700 in 
1975. 


AFTER A unanimous vote to 


accept all of the 97-cent tax 
allocations to 
the 
different 


funds, the commissioners ap- 
proved a 1973 delinquent tax list 
totaling $37,565 from 
Jerry 


Scott, 
county tax 
assessor- 


collector. 


The 
court 
also 
accepted 


•Scott's errors in assessments 
list which totaled $11,224 and 
supplemental 
assessments 


totaling $15,157. His list for 
insolvent 
taxpayers 
totaled

IN OTHER action, the court 


voted to provide $3,000 in 
matching funds for the Navarro 
Soil and Water Conservation 
District. Comm. Hargrove said, 
"It's something we do every 
year for flood control." 


The court approved Comm. 


Simmons motion to transfer 
$60,000 from the special salary 
fund to the road and bridge 
fund. The amount is to be

Ballenger

Corsicana's future fuel needs 
will be met "exceedingly well 
next year." He said the Mobil 
Oil Corporation has agreed to 
furnish 92 per cent of the 
gasoline allocation that was 
furnished in 1972. Ballenger 
said the city received 100,000 
gallons in that year. 


The city manager reported

promised to furnish Corsicana 
with oil based on the city's 
needs.

think we ought to build a city 
hall if it takes every damn dime 


I make." 


Mayor Cavender stuck by his 


original 
opinion 
that 
he 


preferred holding meetings at 
the bank. "I don't understand 
why you don't want to meet 
here," he said. "The 'City 
Council would rather meet here, 
but if its the will of the people I 
guess we can go somewhere 
else. Really, it's not important 
as to the building you meet in." 


Most residents 
were con- 


cerned over the high cost of 
construction. A suggestion was 
made to meet in the high school 
gymnasium. Cavender said the 
gym-was "too hot in the sum- 
mer unless you wanted to build 
a fire, too cold in the winter."

Ex-POW Claims Revenge Not Motive in Running Against McGovern 


Forced to Listen to His Speeches During Years in Hanoi Hilton 


SFEAHFKSH, S.D. (AP) - 


The words arc lean and direct, 
the style as austere as the Da- 
kota Badlands. 


"Hello, I'm Leo Thorsness. 


I'm running against George 
McGovern for the U.S. Senate. 
Thank you for letting me come 
and talk to you tonight." 


The candidate leans lightly 


on his hawthorn cane, a legacy 
of Vietnam War combat and 
torture 
sessions during six 


years in the Hanoi Hilton pris- 
on camp. 


He pauses and looks down at 


the toes of his black cowboy 
boots trimmed in gold and blue. 
Perhaps 10 seconds pass. He 
shoves his right hand deep into 
the pocket of his maroon, west- 
ern cut double knit slacks and 
sweeps the crowd with his 
hard, almost cold eyes. 


"With your help, I'm going to 


Washington and do what I can 
tc cut down big government 
and get the government off 
your farms." 


The tone is level. The voice 


almost soft. So soft a man 15 
feet away can be heard to mut- 
ter: 
"And git 
old 
George 


good." The man looks almost 
pleased, then turns back to the 
two-handed job 
of swatting 


away mosquitos swarming to 
the attack much as Thorsness 
and his fellow fliers attacked 
North Vietnamese targets years 
ago. 


Curiosity as much as Re- 


publicanism had brought out 
many in the small crowd to see 
Thorsness, who turned his back 
on security and certain success 
in the Air Force for a high risk, 
starchily 
conservative 
chal- 


lenge 
to 
liberal 
Democrat 


McGovern's seat. 


In South Dakota, some call it 


the "war of the bomber pilots," 
since both men flew combat 
missions — McGovern during 
World War II. Thorsness says 
with grim determination that 
the similarity ends there, that 
there is no camaraderie pos- 
sible between the two political- 
ly opposite men. 


Over punch and cookies in- 


side the farm home of Asa 
Queen after the speech, there 
was less than unanimity over 
the Thorsness campaign. 


The candidate's quiet fervor 


in denouncing big, free spend- 
ing 
government; 
America's 


moral decline; the dangers of 
socialism, and the four A's — 
atheism, abortion, acid (drugs) 
and amnesty for war resisters 
— is familiar conservative fare 
here. 


But there were questions at 


Asa Queen's that night which 
have been repeated over the 
state. What is it that really 
makes Leo Thorsness run? Is it 
simple political quest for of- 
fice? Or is it the quest of a 
man seeking to vindicate his 
role as a combat pilot in Amer- 
ica's most divisive foreign war 
by taking on the most promi- 
nent antiwar critic? 


Thorsness 
denies 
publicly 


that he seeks vengence. He 
says it is not true he decided to 
go after McGovern's seat be- 
cause of McGovern antiwar 
speeches, played over and over 
again in the POW camps as 
part of an attempt to destroy 
the morale of captured Ameri- 
can fliers. 


After their release, 
many 


POWs made no secret of their 
belief that the antiwar move- 
ment and McGovern's presiden- 
tial campaign prolonged their 
captivity and the war. 


But if there is some highly 


personal revenge motif running 
through the campaign, non- 
partisan political analyists be- 
lieve it is only one of many 
threads. 
Although some of 


Thorsness' campaign rhetoric 
has been described as over-sim- 
plified and only brushing the 
edges of the hard issues facing 
the nation, he has built an im- 
age of a man with a profound 
sense of mission. He constantly 
hammers at the theme: Some- 
thing is wrong, badly wrong, in 
the United States and must be 
changed if the nation is to sur- 
vive with its democratic heri- 
tage and institutions intact. Be- 
neath the quiet ernestness there 
are hints of deep alarm and 
evangelical fervor. 


Thorsness in this sense is 


only one among many POWs 
who returned home after pro- 
longed 
captivity and 
found 


themselves uneasy and even 
alarmed with what they saw as 
national trends. A half-dozen 
decided to run for office — Con- 
gress, governor of New Mexico, 
the U.S. Senate. Some were 
Democrats, others Republicans. 
Winners and losers in the pri- 
maries have been evenly di- 
vided. 


There arc accusations that 


Thorsness is a carpetbagger 
and an opportunist. The first is 
a bit hard to toss off, since he 
lived in South Dakota only 
three months before his dis- 
charge. Why did he rush in 
here to challenge McGovern in- 
stead of returning to his native 
Minnesota, where he might 
have built a political organ- 
ization over the next two years 
and challenged liberal Sen. Hu- 
bert 11. Humphrey? Thorsness 


says he simply wants to run 
now, period. 


But 
some, 
even 
in 
the 


McGovern camp say privately 
it is a little hard to make op- 
portunism stick, since Thors- 
ness seems politically unso- 
phisticated — even to the point 
of naivete. A staunch Republi- 
can said, "Thorsness couldn't 
say the damn fool things he 
does if all he wanted to do was 
beat George McGovern any 
way he could." One Thorsness 
aide, uneasy about some of his 
boss' political stands, says: 
"Honest? Honest to a fault." 


Beef and wheat are the big- 


gest industries here, and farm- 
ers and ranchers are frightened 
by the seemingly chaotic move- 
ment of prices. One farmer 
said, "I'd take 50 cents a bush- 
el less for my wheat if we 
could just get some stability. 
And cattle, I've taken a terrible 
beating in the last year." 


Stability translates here into 


some sort of government pro- 
tection or guaranteed prices. 
Thorsness, knowing he does so 
at his own peril, argues strong- 
ly against government 
inter- 


ference with free enterprise. He 


would favor significant govern- 
ment intervention, he says, 
only at the last moment and 
only if it meant keeping farms 
and ranches from going under 
economically. 


Inflation is perhaps the deep- 


est worry for South Dakotans. 
Thorsness makes the stock con- 
servative promises to seek cuts 
in the federal budget and bu- 
reaucracy. 


Leo Thorsness was born 42 


years ago in Walnut Grove, 
Minn., hard by the South Da- 
kota border. A farm boy, he at- 
tended a one-room school. After 


high school he entered South 
Dakota State with the vague in- 
tention of studying forestry and 
the certain knowledge it would 
be a grinding four years of 
work to pay his own way. 


Thorsness insists he is not 


running on his military record 
or the fact that he was a POW. 
But many of his speeches start, 
"I'm not running as an ex-POW 
..." which lets him have it 
both ways. Of his war record 
he says little publicly, but his 
campaign 
literature 
includes 


pictures of his homecoming and 
a list of awards including the 


Silver Star, the Distinguished 
Flying Cross and the Purple 
Heart besides the Medal of 
Honor. 


Thorsness' upset primary vic- 


tory in bygone days probably 
would have placed him in a 
commanding lead for the gen- 
eral election in November. The 
Republican party is still king in 
South Dakota as far as regis- 
tration goes, but it has shown a 
strong capacity for defeat in re- 
cent 
years. 
Not only 
has 


McGoveoi 
won twice, but, 


while the state went decisively 
for President Nixon in 1972, it 


also elected Democrats as the 
other U.S. senator, governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney 
general and other important po- 
litical posts. 


As the blistering days of sum- 


mer draw to a close, the popu- 
lar guessing seems to hold that 
Thorsness' smaller, less sophis- 
ticated and underfinanced cam- 
paign is in trouble that may 
prove fatal. 


McGovern, if re-elected prob- 


ably will be the second ranking 
Democrat on the Senate Agri- 
cultural Committee.

Wives and Years Finally Calmed Famous Hood's Texas Brigade

This is for you who attend the 


reunions of your old military 
unit and celebrate too well, to 
loosely describe what you do. 


You have distinguished prece- 


dent for it. 


This is one of the interesting 


sidelights 
in 
a 
new 
book, 


"Hood's Texas Brigade in Re- 
union and Memory," published 
by Hill Junior College of Hills- 
boro. 


The author is a retired Air 


Force colonel, Harold B. Simp- 
son, director of the Confederate 
Research Center and Gun Mu- 


seum at the college. This is one 
of several books he has written 
about the Confederacy. 


About those celebrations. 
Hood's Texas Brigade Associ- 


ation was organized in Houston 
May 14, 1872, and met in vari- 
ous cities and towns throughout 
Texas until Bryan became its 
permanent home. 


It held sessions for 62 years 


until finally only two attended 
in 1933-E.W.B. Beach and Sam 
D. Moodie, both 91 and both of 
Houston. Both died before the 
next scheduled reunion. How- 
ever, they were not the last 
survivors. 


These first reunions 
were 


marked by the amount of liq- 
uids consumed. These soldiers 
were not. inclined to pass up 
any food or drink after near- 
starvation during those terrible 
days of the Civil War. 


The local inhabitants in reun- 


ion cities provided them with 
large quantities of 
refresh- 


ments. 
As 
if 
that 
wasn't 


enough, there were a multitude 
of mini-reunions in the saloons 
which all the cities provided in 
profusion. 


Then suddenly this guzzle- 


guzzle stopped. 


You know why? 


A Texan Lost in Texas 


Somebody invited the wives. 


That ended that! 


Barbecue became the big 


thing at the reunions up to 
World War I. After that, as Col. 
Simpson says, the old fire-ea- 
ters were provided with "light- 
er foods." Teeth, you knew. 
They probably weren't what 
they once were. 


There is another matter in 


addition to alcohol in which the 
old-timers are like today's vet- 
erans. They took care of their 


own. 


This came about when Gen. 


John Bell Hood, his wife and a 
daughter died within six days 
of each other of yellow fever. 


The general left 10 children 


ranging in age 
from 
two 


months to nine years. 


An appeal went out to Hood's 


men and in a very short time 
they collected $18,412. This was 
a tremendous sum for those 
times and still more remark- 
able when you recall the small 


number of survivors and that 
none was rich. 


It strictly was a matter of 


loyalty to their old commander. 
When the association leaders 
decided to erect a monument to 
the brigade, the old vets kept 
their hands in their Dockets. 


The monument was erected 


largely with outside contribu- 
tions. It stands on the Capitol 
grounds in Austin, the tall, thin 
column with the figure of a 
Rebelatop it. 


Hood's Texans were known 


as the shock troops of the Con- 
federacy. 


To give you a concept of their 


srubbornness in combat, con- 
sider Antietam. 


The First 
Texas 
Infantry 


regiment suffered 82.3 per cent 
casualties in that battle, the 
highest of any regiment North 
or South in the Civil War. The 
brigade itself lost 64.1 per cent 
at Antietam. 


Of the 4,000 who first enlisted 


in the brigade, only 473 re- 
mained to lay down their En- 
fields and stack their tattered 
battle flags at Appomattox 
Court House. 


The brigade's depleted ranks 


often were filled by soldiers 
from other states but it always 
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was known as Hood's Texans— 
even when it was commanded 
by two other officers. 


Gen. 
Hood 
was 
born 
in 


Owingsville, Ky., in 1831 and 
was 
graduated 
from 
West 


Point. 


He served with the 2nd U.S. 


Cavalry on the Texas frontier, 
and when his home state of 
Kentucky 
waffled about the 


war, he declared himself a Tex- 
an. 


Hood was only a colonel when 


he took command of the bri- 
gade, but his battlefield per- 
formance caused his promotion 
to full general. He was the 8th 
and last full general in the Con- 
federacy. 


Col. 
Simpson in addition to 


heading the social studies de- 
partment of Hill Junior College 
is adjunct professor of history 
at Texas Christian University. 
He has written more than 20 
books. 


The 4,000 who first went so 


proudly to battle with Hood 
were only a small fraction of 
the 50,000 to 60,000 Texans who 
fought under Lee and Jckson 
aid 
the 
other 
noted 
Con- 


federate commanders. They ob- 
viously formed the most fa- 
mous Texas unit. 


They fought in 38 battles in- 


cluding all the major ones ex- 
cept Chancellorsville. They had 
been assigned temporarily at 
the time of that clash to Long- 
street and others in the Ten- 
nessee theater. 


How ironic that the last sur- 


vivor of Hood's Brigade was 
not in any of the three Texas 
regiments. He was in K Com- 
pany of the 3rd Arkansas In- 
fantry, frequently a part of the 
brigade. 


This gentleman was Sgt. M.L. 


McCurdy, a native of Florida. 
Immediately after the war he 
settled at West, Tex. McCurdy 
was a railroad man and died in 
the Texas Confederate Home in 
Austin May 16, 1939, at the age 
of 97. 


McCurdy is buried beneath 


one of the white crosses at the 
beautifully cared-for state cem- 
etery at East 7th and Comal 
streets in Austin. 


If you'd like to see his grave, 


it is in Section B, Row D, Site 
21, reports C.A. Beaver super- 
intendent of the state grounds. 


Accident Takes 
Lives of Famous 
Nursing Team 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - 


An air crash Tuesday claimed 
the lives of the nation's first 
husband-wife nursing team to 
serve in the Vietnam War. 


Their light plane broke apart 


in the air shortly after takeoff 
and the crash killed Robert A. 
Williams, 37; his wife Barbara, 
29, and their two-month-old son 
Jeffrey. 


The couple drew attention in 


1966 
after being assigned to 


hospital duty at a 
rugged 


mountain outpost in Vietnam's 
Central 
Highlands near An 


Khe. 


They were returning to Texas 


after spending the Labor Day 
weekend with Mrs. Williams' 
mother. The trip was planned 
to introduce the Williams' first 
child to the grandparents. 


The couple lived in Floydada, 


Tex., where he was a hospital 
administrator. 


Her mother, Mrs. Paul Bend- 


er, accompanied the trio to the 
Blue 
Ash 
Airport 
Tuesday 


afternoon. Mrs. Bender headed 
home as the plane departed, 
then returned to the airport 
after hearing a radio report of 
a crash. 


The plane experienced diffi- 


culty after takeoff. An airport 
employe 
said 
it made 
"a 


screaming noise" as it became 
airborne. 


Another witness saw it shake 


apart in the air and drop into a 
wooded backyard near the air- 
port. 


One man said it appeared the 


plane was trying to head back 
and land. 


The Williams, who served in 


Vietnam shortly after 
their 


marriage, 
enlisted 
three 


months apart. He had already 
served a hitch in the Marines, 
before joining the Army. 


They worked together as U.S. 


Army nurses with the Second 
Surgical Hospital of the First 
Air 
Cavalry 
Division. 
The 


Army agreed to the tradition- 
breaking reunion. 


They lived in a 12-by-16-foot 


wood and tin shelter. 


"No real problems," said 


Mrs. Williams at the time. 
"Just little inconveniences like 
having to wear fatigues all the 
time." 


Mrs. Bender described Wil- 


liams as an experienced pilot. 


"We used to go up with him 


and felt he was a very com- 
petent pilot," she said. 


Williams had used the air- 


craft Sunday to fly to New Bos- 
ton, near Portsmouth, to visit 
his mother.

LORDSTOWN, Ohio (AP) - 


Beyond the chain link fence 
and acres of yellow-lined park- 
ing lots, the fastest, most auto- 
mated 
automobile assembly 


line in the world stood silent 
and unmoving. 


Dan Bearing and a half dozen 


other men were picketing the 
east gate of the plant. But the 
picketing was casual. Dearing, 
in fact, sat on the hood of his 
car, talking quietly in the 
warm summer night. 


"Look," 
he 
explained 


earnestly, "I got a house now, 
a house and a mortgage and a 
baby. It makes a difference. I 
didn't have them two years 
ago. 
Besides, being hotheaded 


never got us anything either." 


Two years ago in March, Lo- 


cal 1112 of the United Auto 
Workers struck 
Lordstown's 


General Motors complex of 
Chevrolet van and Vega plants. 
It was a militant, attention- 
grabbing strike. On the table 
were local grievances and con- 
tract language. But sociologists 


said the problem was much 
deeper — a phenomenon they 
called the "blue collar blues." 


Now, this July 12, about 7,800 


members of Local 1112 went on 
strike again. Grievances were 
back on the table. But the atti- 
tudes and atmosphere 
had 


changed. 
Talk 
about 
the 


"blues" — the monotony of as- 
sembly line work and the de- 
humanizing effects of the pace 
set by machines — had turned 
into concern about the economy 
and job security. 


And the militancy? 
"Back in '72," said Dan 


Dearing, 27-year-old relief man 
in the body shop on an assem- 
bly line that makes Vegas, 
"people were saying 'the hell 
with the company. Let's change 
things. Let's walk out and let 
them steam for a while.' 


"Now 
guys are more worried 


about their jobs. The way the 
economy is you have to be. Be- 
sides, a lot of men laid off then 
were never called back. I think 
it scared a lot of people."

Like many Lordstown work- 


ers now, Bearing says he can 
live with his job. There are pet- 
ty harassments to put up with, 
but the pay and benefits are 
good, and that seems the major 
consideration to most. Assem- 
bly line workers make $5.50 an 
hour, maybe $12,000 a year 
with a little overtime. 


"As far as the boredom and 


monotony thing, I don't think 
that will ever change," Bearing 
said. "I don't have that prob- 
lem, not on my job. The rest of 
the people, maybe they just re- 
signed themselves to it." 


Lordstown is near the eastern 


end of the Cleveland-Young- 
stown industrial axis in north- 
eastern Ohio. Its GM complex 
spreads over 975 acres next to 
the Ohio Turnpike. The workers 
are largely second generation 
industrial workers — sons and 
daughters of Mahoning Valley 
steel workers — or first gener- 
ation off the farm. There are 
550 women and about 1,100 mi- 
nority employes, mostly black 
— about the same percentages 
as in 1972. 


The trouble at Lordstown be- 


gan after a high speed Vega as- 
sembly line was installed 1970. 
It was the assembly line of the 
future: 100 cars an hour, 40 
more than other lines. 


It was designed to make 


work easier. It moved up and 
down to reduce bending and 
stretching. Automatic welders 
and other -machines took over 
some of the more difficult or 
delicate jobs. But because it 
was fast, the average worker 
had — and still has — 35 sec- 
onds to perform his task as the 
line moved inexorably forward. 


The workers on the line were 


young, mod and militant, long- 
haired and little awed by man- 
agement, the work ethic or its 
discipline. 


In October, 1971, GM re- 


moved the Chevrolet Division 
and Fisher Body management 
that had run the plant. The 
General Motors Assembly Divi- 
sion — the G-MADs to the 
workers — was sent in. The 
new management ordered're- 
ductions in the work force. 


Too much work per man, 


said the union. Some cars be- 
gan coming down the line with 
internal engine parts stacked 
on top of the motor block. Oth- 
er cars came through with 
slashed electrical cables and 
cracked 
instrument 
panels. 


Sabotage, said management. 


In the months before the 1972 


strike, there were often as 
many as 1,800 cars in the re- 
pair yard at the Vega plant. 
Day after day, the line was 
shut down after one or two 
hours because the repair yard 
was full. 


When the 1972 strike finally 


came it was settled in three 
weeks and few people in the un- 
ion say they got much out of it. 


But the shutdowns for repairs 


didn't happen this year. Before 
this year's strike, there were 
seldom more than 20 cars in 
the repair yard, said John 
Grix, GMAD's public relatons 
manager at the plant. 


It is an unfounded fear, said 


Grix, but many workers are 
concerned that repetition of the 
1972 tactics would cause GM to 
pull Vega production out of 
Lordstown. GM did open a 


Vega plant in Canada late in 
1972 and soon will be producing 
Vegas at South Gate, Calif. 


There 
have 
been 
other 


changes at Lordstown, too. Ac- 
cording to company records, 
disciplinary lay offs declined 
from more than 500 in the 
month before the 1972 strike to 
about 5100 in the month before 
this year's walkout. 


Fender hangers and motor 


mount men may 
complain 


about arbitrary discipline and 
unfair foremen, but fewer are 
now willing to risk going out 
the door for a day, a week or a 
month without pay. 


And the Lordstown work 


force has turned 30. The aver- 
age age of the workers was 29.1 
in 1972. It was 31.4 years last 
January. Again and 
again, 


company and union officials 
and the workers themselves 
talk about wives, children and 
mortgage payments. 


"Right now, a lot of these 


people are so establishment 
they are unbelievable," said 
Grix, "We got a lot of guys out 
there with long hair and mod 
clothes. But even that guy, he 
might be saying, 'I don't buy 
your lifestyle,' but he's willing 
to work for us." 


Workers' conditions on the 


line have not improved since 
1972, says Ford. "As a matter 
of fact, they are maybe a little 
worse." It is not that people 
don't feel something has to be 
done about it, he said, but they 
are going about it in different 
ways. 


The absentee rate has risen 


from 8 per cent in 1971 to 10.5 
per cent in 1973 to 12.7 per cent 
in June, 1974. 


Sometimes 10 per cent of the 


work force misses Mondays 
and Fridays. 


Many of those who do punch 


in every day have their own 
ways of coping. On the picket 
line or in bars a few miles 
away, it is easy to find auto 
workers who tell of going to 
work stoned on alcohol or mari- 
juana. 


Workers might not be any 


happier at Lordstown these 
days, but they are more in- 
clined to file a grievance than 
organize a protest. 


Before the 1972 strike, mem- 


bers of Local 1112 had filed 6,- 
000 grievances over work stand- 
ards, discipline, health and 
safety conditions and other 
matters covered by their con- 
tract. There were 16,000 griev- 
ances on file when they struck 
this July. 


There were more motorcycles 


than Vegas in the parking lot 
when, this August, Local 1112 
members came in to pick up 
their weekly strike benefit 
checks — $40 maximum for a 
married worker with two chil- 
dren. 


Bob Hunt got $30. He is 24 


and single and wore white 
double knit slacks and dark 
glasses. He is a relief operator 
on the Vega line and insists on 
working exactly according to 
the contract. 


"I've been tossed out of the 


plant umpteen times just be- 
cause I stick by the book, 100 
per cent by the book," he ex- 
plained. "I just want people to 
stick up for what they believe 
is right.

CSI Board Member Raps Lack of Information

in the prior contract" between 
the Department of Labor and

Ware, said that the letter was 
sent to Corsicana Mayor Sue 
Youngblood by William Harris,

the Manpower 


Program in the Department of 
Labor. 


"This letter is in response to 


the mayor's inquiry on CSI's 
past performance in Manpower 
delivery," 
Ware said. "The

The city had been in a con- 


troversy 
over

recommend that Community 
Services or Navarro College 
administer part of the Man- 
power Program. County Judge 


Rob Dunn urged the city to

were requested revealed a lack 
of corrective action and further 
deficiencies. 


"Since we seemed unable to 


obtain appropriate remedies, a 
ten-day letter was sent to the 
contractor May 23, 1973, ad- 
vising that the contract would 
be terminated if remedial ac- 
tion was not taken within ten 
days. Corrective action was 
then taken on at least some of 
the deficiencies noted, and the 
contract was allowed to run its 
course." 


IN LAST week's CSI board 


meeting, Ware asked Executive 
Director Jermoe Vacek 
if 


board members had ever been 


informed 
of 
the 
negative 


monitoring reports the agency 
received from the Department 
of Labor in the spring of 1973. 


Vacek said the field notes on 


the monitor reports had been 
reviewed with several 
staff 


members and some of the board 
members. 


"Technically we were not in 


compliance with the guidelines 
but the persons who monitored 
our program delivery came in 
with an entirely new philosophy 
and interpretation of existing 
guidelines," Vacek said. 


VACEK. ALSO pointed out 


that the letter Ware had was 
written by someone who "did 
not handle our contract with the 
Department of Labor." 


"Jerome, I understand this 


all took place last year and it's 
over, but I now want to know if 
there is anyone else who is 
monitoring the agency," Ware 


Effective Oct. 1 


asked. 


"Technically, the agency is 


monitored by the 
Office of 


Economic 
Opportunity 
and 


should be monitored by the 
board 
of directors," Vacek 


said. In essence, Vacek said 
there was a lack of com- 
munication 
within 
the 


Department of Labor itself 
which was responsible for the 
negative reports. 


Several of the board members 


shook their heads, rolled their 
eyes and 
finally 
left while 


Vacek commented. 


C.L. Redus finally said, "This 


is exactly why a lot of the board 
members don't show up. You 
need to translate some of that 
governmental double talk into 
language we can understand. 
When any of us ask a question 
the answer goes on forever and 
the meetings are long and 
drawn out." 


IN 
CONCLUSION 
Redus 


moved to adjourn. With a 
second by Ware, the board 
members left before votes were 
cast to approve the motion. 


Ware later told the Daily Sun, 
'I've been on the CSI board for 
14 months, and I still don't know 
what is going on." 


He said he was still confused 


and "tired of all the hedging, 
double 
talk,
